‘British interést in South China is 


directed from the .Communistic 
headquarters. a. few ‘miles away 
from us, and it-is now a question 
directly affecting Britain—a3.you 
-polnted_ont_in.a_leader, recently. | 
Therefore there is'no reason why 
we should wait for help from othera. 
We have previously stepped | in.and 
administered’ severe’. lessons - to 
those who have tried the pastime of: 
twisting the’ British lior’s tail, and 
we can do it ‘again, without worry- 
ing about: anybody else, ;squatters 
‘on fences or others.
